When  tho  amendment  to  the  sUKk  sales  tax 
was  iind.T  consUlerallon  in  the  House  of  Com- 
rnoii.'  \\r  R  B  Bennett,  the  Conservative  leader, 
raised  an  mterestlng  point.  He  questioned  t)ic 
aitthorlty  by  which  the  Federal  Oovemment  Im- 
posed any  tax  at  all  In  oonnactVm  with  mining. 
The  Crown,  he  said,  bi  the  right  of  the  Domin- 
ion, does  not  own,  nor  haa  tt  any  ra^alty  to  the 
inineraU  In  the  provlncee  of  British  Columbia 
lind  Ontario  The  provinces  tax  these  enterprtoaa 
and  whfre  the  Dommion  steps  In  there  Is  dual 
taxation,  which  Mr.  Bennett  says  Is  wroni;  m 
principle.  Moreover,  he  polnta  out  that  the  Do 
minion  haa  no  title  and  no  royalty  In  Quebec  nor 
in  New  Brunwrtok  and  Nova  BcoUa  and  wlU  not 
have  in  Manitoba  when  It  hands  over  the  a»(S- 
UTftl  resources  to  that  province. 

Mr.  Bennett  asks  very  pertinently  why  should 
tbe  Dominion  Impose  taJcaUon  on  the  transfer  of 
mining  Shares  when  the  provinces  are  already 
being  overtaxed  "to  provide  the  cost  of  the  very 
tralto  whtoh  toad  up  to  the  mines,  the  achooto  In 
which  the  diUdren  of  mtoera  receive  their  edu- 
cation and  the  other  facilities  which  have  to  be
